Congress should acqunint itself with the
startling facts about the Huctuation of tax-
able incomes since 1016,

DYING RUSSIA

HE blend of sympathy, firmness and fair

play  which  characterizes Herbert
Hoover's reply to Maxim Gorky's appeal for
famine relief in Russin reduces the intri-
cacy of a tragie problem to its elements,

The charge of American Indiffarence to
Russinn misery is as persistent an it is
baseless, Mr, Hoover, speaking not as a
Government officlal but as director of the
Amerlean Relief Arsociation, stipulates, it
is true, terms to be accepted before min-
fstration begins. HBut his conditfons are
such as are necessary to the execution of an
enlightened concept of compassion and jus-
tice,

“'The sine qua non,"" In the words of the
Becretary of Commerce, “‘must be the im-
medinte release of the Americans now held
prisoners In Russia.”' This demand quite
properly seeks to place the negotiations upon
the only basls that ean be productive of
practical resuits. Maxim Gorky's pathetle
appeal s moede upon his own responsibility
and is not an offlelal act of the Soviet
Government,

The request which the Relief Administra-
tion makes of the Moscow regime in precisely
simflar in general principles to that to which
other distresscd nations, recipients of Amer-
ienn generosity, heartily ngreed. Mr. Hoover
enlls for n direct statement to the rellef
officinls in Riga of the need for nssistance
for frerdom of movement and organization
of the varlous ngenelen that would he st in
motion In Ruesin, non-interference of the
Soviet Government with nll members of the
commissions, nand he promised iu return “'a
frank and free undertaking, without regord

to erecd, rice or soein] status" anpd the
complete abstention of the relief cnvoys
from all poltical netivitices,

and medieal sapplies to 1,000,000 ehildren in
Russin, ““ns rapidly ae organization could
be effected.”’

Dainty Dishes of 180 Years Ago From
a Collectlon of 1771—How People
Lived in Those Far-Off Days

By GEORGE NOX McCAIN
A LITTLE treasure in kitchen art came
into my a day or s0 ago.
Its mequisition was the outcome of a dis-
cusslon among certaln argumentative elub-
men on gastronomy, past and present.

The disputants were divided on the merits

of cookery today and that of 150 or 200

YOars ago.

It finally was ngreed, after evidence was
submitted, that while culinary sclence today
has ndvanced, particularly as to a knowl-
edge of food valuex and the th‘lll‘{ of this
department of our common life, the older
civilisation was not far behind our own in
the preparation of rieh, appetizing and
savory dishes,

T WAB disclosed during the discussion

that one of the disputants possessed, in
the original binding, a collection of recipes
for English dishes of worth nnd desire bear-
ing the date 1771.

A subsequent perusnl of them most ef-
fectually :ﬂ-pom of any iden that the art
of aring exeellent food during the last
hal op the eighteenth eentury was cither
erude, unappetizing or llmited in the range
of ingredients,

On the contrary, it is apparent that the
dishes of that time were rich, ample nnd,
from our standpoint, decidedly unusual,

They were at least sulted to the painte
nnd digestion of the bon vivants of that far
period.

Some of them are impossible of prepara-
tion in these degenerate dayvs, exeept to
the favored few,

I'rohibition lins put its glpsy curse on
them.

Moreover, many of the ingredients are lost
or lncking mow, at least as they were
known then.

I pass glong a few of these gems, with
apologies to Mrs. Wilson, for the benefit of
thowe cholee spirits who dellght in gustatory
noveltios,

Suet, four
ouneces; the erumb of bread, the same
quantity ; two eggs, pepper, #alt, nutmeg,
lemou peel, parsley and thyme shred very
fine. Dutter will do instead of suet, and
some persons sheed an anchory in the stuf-
fing. Baste with new milk, and add a little
butter when it is near done. An hour and
n half roasts n modern hare, The best sauce
is good gravy; but sometimes eremin nnd
melted butter is used as sauee, and some.
times cureant jelly instead of the butter.

One of the fentures of modern English
enokery in disfavor with Amerieans who
have sampled it {s the practice of “'hanging'’
n fowl, leg of mutton or haunch of venlson.
